It is everywhere that human |citi 


foot treads the earth. A restless 
spirit has taken possession of 
this world and will not turn it 
loose. The world is in this cruel 
monster’s strong embrace. And 
it will take a tremendous effort 
to tare loose if indeed it can 
ever be done at all. 


During the world war it was 
repeatedly said that the ‘“begin- 
ning of sorrow” had come. 
This statement was. made _ by 
many Bible students. They were 
sincere in their utterances. And 
it was indeed a time of sorrows 
whether it was the very time 
pointed out by Jesus or not. 
And these sorrows have not yet 
disappeared, and _ they will 
scarcely be erased from the 
homes of millions of earths in- 
habitants during this generation. 
In fact they will be felt in the 
incoming generation to a great 
extent. 


But there are still sorrows up 
on sorrows spreading over the 
world. Gloom and sadness are 
bearing heavily upon some of 
the inmates of nearly every 
home in the world, and there are 
multitudes of homes where the 
entire family is draped in mourn- 
ing. What does all this mean? 
Has it ever been so _ be- 
fore? Of course the world has 
been affected in this way to an 
extent ever since the first mur- 
derer slew his first victim, and 
the first mar and woman coimn- 
mitted their first sin, but there 
are more people affected by the 
result of that first sin now than 
at any time since it was com- 
mitted. And the sorrow and 
trouble seems to be more uni- 
versal now than ever. And there 
seems to be no let up to it. It is 
one trouble on top of another 
that continues to break the 
hearts of the innocent as well 
as destroy the happiness of the 
guilty. 

What is the cause of all this? 
Where is the explanation? | 
fancy I hear some one say ‘“‘This 
is the Lord’s day.” But many 
have been looking for the Lord’s 
day to usher in universal peace, 
prosperity and happiness. How 
then could this day of trouble be 
the Lord’s day? Since confusion 
and peril reigns in all the world 
amid strife and dissatisfaction 
how can this be the Lord’s day? 
What does the Bible say? 

“Woe unto you that desire the 
day of the Lord. To what end is 
it for you? The day of the Lord 
is darkness, and not light. As if 
a man did flee from a lion, and 
a bear met him; or went into the 
house and leaned his hand on 
the wall, and a serpent bit him.” 
(Amos 5: 18-19.) This is a 
déscription of the time so near 
at hand if it is not already here. 
People are right out of one 
trouble into another. When one 
riot is quelled another’ breaks 
out. Much blood shed since the 
war closed. Call attention to 
the trouble in Washington last 
week, and just as bad or worse 
in Chicago this week. Other 


cities are having their troubles 
with riots and blood shed. News- 
paper reports show the trouble 
still on in the east. Another 
break is threatened against the 
Armenians by the blood-thirsty 
Turks. There is trouble at home 
and trouble abroad. It is said 
that men who are in authority 
in different countries of the 
world are walking the floor of 
nights because they are afraid 
of outbreaks in a way that they 
are unable to control. 


The day of the Lord is a day 
of darkness. It is a day of awful 
trouble. And the Lord, by the 
mouth of the holy prophet, has 
given command to “Blow ye, 
the trumpet in Zion” when 
the day of the Lord is at hand 
This must be for a warning— 
to get people ready fur the out 
break and deluge of trouble that 
is to follow. Again let us hear it!

The soldiers started the fire 
and many people were burned or 
hurt. “The soldiers killed all the 
Christans who were in the 
chureh:” All the Christians were 
ordered to gather in the church, 
and when this order was follow- 
ed by the inoffensive Christians 
“the soldiers fired on them and 
also used their knives, swords 
ind bayonets, and then set fire 
to the church.” He went on to 
tell that other houses caught fire 
from the church ‘‘and others on 
the other side where the wind 
did not carry the flames were set 
on fire.” 


The reporter was anxious toé 
know why he was still alive and 
to the question he replied, ‘I 
am not a Christian, and only 
Christians were ordered to gath- 
er.” But this man’s house was 
burned with the rest and thus 
was he left destitute and sor- 
rowful. There were about 
thirty killed and burned in the 
church. The women and child 
ren were left absolutely desti- 
tute. No homes, ne fond, no 
grain to sow to raise more crops. 
Everything was swept away. 

This is only one little spot, but 
those who are reading and keep- 


ing themselves informed know 
that there is trouble and _ dis- 
tress almost everywhere. It is
